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CHAPTER 86.

AN ACT to protect the people of Wisconsin from empiricism and
imposition in the practice of medicine and sucgery. '

The people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented in sen- -
ate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SkcrioN 1. That it shall be unlawful for any per- quanfcatioss
son within the limits of this said state, who has not reauired.
graduated 'in some school of medicine, either in the
United States or of some foreign country, or who can-
not produce a certificate of qualification from some
incorporated state medical society, or has been in the
continuous practice of medicine for five consecutive
years within this state, and is not a person of good
moral charaeter, to practice or attempt to practice med-
icine in any of its departments, or to prescribe med-
icine or medicines, or to perform or attempt to perform
any surgieal operations for reward or compensation,
within the state of Wisconsin.

SECTION 2. Any person living in the state of Wis- penaity for vio-
consin, or any person coming into said state, who shal] 1aton of act.
practice or attempt to practice medicine in any of its
departments, or perform or attempt to Eerform any sur-
gical operation upon any person within the limits of
said state, in violation of section one of this act, shall
upon conviction thereof, be fined not less than fifty .
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for such
offense, and upon conviction for a second violation of
this act, shall in addition to the above fine, be impris-
oned in the county jail of the [county]in which such
offense shall have been committed, for thirty days,
and in no case wherein this act shall have been violated,
shall any person so violating receive a compensation
for services rendered: provided, nothing herein con-
tained shall in any way be construed to apply to an
person practicing dentistry exclusively; to any mid-
wife practicing midwifery exclusively, nor to any stu-
dent of medicine practicing medicine and surgery with
or under the direction of a preceptor qualified by sec-

tion number one of this act,

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Must record SecTION 8. Any person practicing medicinein any
oopy of dlplomd of its departments, or prescribing medicine or medi-
cines, or performing surgical operations within the
state of Wisconsin, shall be required on or before the
/ the first day of July, 1870, torecord in the office of the
register of deedsin the county in which he resides or
keeps his office, a sworn colfy of the diploma or certifi-
cate of some school or college of medicine, that he
has graduated at such school, or a sworn copy of a
certificate of qualification from some incorporated state
medical society, and the failure to file a sworn cop{' of
such diploma or certificate as above provided, shall be
prima Vgcie evidence that he has not attended or gradu-
ated at any school of medicine, or received a certificate
of qualification from any incorporated state medical
society, and subject him upon convietion to fine or im-
prisonment as provided for in section two of this act.
Must flenotice  SECOTION 4. Any person within the state of Wis.
practice. consin, who may after the first-day of July, 1870, sig-
nify by means of cards, hand bills or other advertise-
ments, his intention to practice medicine or perform
surgical operations, shall be required to first file in the
office of the clerk of the cireuit court of the county in
which he intends to practice medicine or perform surgie-
al operations, a sworn copy of his dipioma or certificate
of gqualificarion, as provided for in section three of this
act, and the failure to file such sworn copy of diploma
or certificate of qualification as above provided, shall be
prima facie evidence that he has not attended or gradu-
ated at any school or college of medicine, or received
any certificate of qualification from sany incorporated
¢ state medical society, and shall subject him upon con-
vietion, to fine or imprisonment, as provided in section
two of this act.

SgotioN 5. This act shall take effect and be in

force from and after the first day of July, 1870.
